ence proved invaluable not 
only during the first strug¬ 
gling days of the associa¬ 
tion, but through the follow¬ 
ing years to the more than 
1,000 families who have 
availed themselves of the 
opportunity to give their 
children the best possible 
pre-school training. 

Chosen by the members of 
the association to guide the 
new venture as members of 
its first Board of Directors 
weer Mayor William Ken¬ 
ney, Dr. Nathan Jacobs, Mrs.

The Nursery School is now 
established in a $30,000 
building on the City Water 
Grounds, leased from the 
city. 

Assistance in building a 
home for the Nursery School 
came from all quarters.
